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Petrograd Admits Seriousness of Situ- 
ation in One of Greatesi En- 
counters of War 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The battle 
in 
western Galicia, 
launched a few 
days 
ago with an 
Austro-Gennau attack from the Cra- 
cow region, has developed into one 
of the 
greatest 
encounters of the 
war. Petrograd dispatches admit the 
situation is a serious one, although 
it is asserted there that the advance 
has been checked. 
At Vienna and 
Berlin, however, it is said the Rus- 
sians have begun a general retreat, 
that their whole position in the Car- 
I pathians is precarious and that the 
! eastern campaign may turn on the 
events of the next few days. 


Vienna advices say a 
desperate 
battle continued all day yesterday 
I and that the Austrians and Germans 
took one position after another from 
the Russians. 


The German invasion of the Baltic 
provinces of Russia, which is regard- 
ed lightly in Petrograd, is said in 
Berlin to be an important movement 
under the personal direction of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg. 
His aim 
is believed to be the capture of Libau 
and Riga, which would enable him to 
harass Russian communication with 
Petrograd. 


In 
Belgium 
further 
gains have 
been made -Jiy the ,Qenna,ns. - Ths ^oh-l 
ficial French statement concedes the 
Germans won positions on the dis- 
puted hill. No. 60, near Ypreg, and 
that the British were able to retake 
only part of them. 
Sharp fighting 
is in progress elsewhere along the 
western front, but apparently with- 
out decided changes. 


in large force from the region of the 
Austrian fortress of Cracow, in the di- 
rection of the river Dimajec. 
The Ger- 
mans succeed(^d in forcing the river but/ 
according to Russian advices, they were 
effectively checked on the east bank by 
artillery fire. 


In number of troops and pieces of ar- 
tillery and generally through the vig- 
oi'ous character of the movement, this 
offensive eclipses all the other scatter- 
mnueuvers which the Germans have 
been employing in an attempt to dis- 
lodge the Russians from the Carpathian 
inoinitains.

approached 
within 200 paces of the Russian trenriios 
near Gorlice. 
There, 
though 
badly 
crippled by Russian artillery, they held 
their positions until nightfall. 


In the region of Opatow and Lop- 
us7.no and at other points on this front 
between the upper Vistula and the Car- 
pathians. fierce fighting is being record- 
ed. 
After long artillery engagements 
the outcome of these battles usually is 
decided by bayonet encounters. 
A fur- 
ious engagement near Gorlice, still con- 
tinues undecided while to the eastward 
along the Carpathian front at Mezol- 
aborcz, Kozioivka and Galovetski, the 
heights clianged hands three times be- 
fore the Russians obtained permanent 
possession of them on May 3.

Will Erect Shaft in Old 
Archer Cemetery Near 
Fort Wayne. 


Members of the Ohio Apple Growers' 
association are now engaged in raising a 
fund for the purpose of erecting a mon- 
ument at the grave of Jonathan Chap- 
man, better known as "Johnny App'e- 
seed," wlio died in Allen county in 1847. 
Appleseed" is buried on the old John 
Archer fann north of Fort Wayne. 
He 
came to this vicinity about the year 
1828. 


Chapman was bom in Boston about 
the year 1776. 
He 
early 
drifted to 
western Pennsylvania, where in its wild 
frontier life his mania for planting 
apple seeds was first discovered. Tired 
of the rapid settlement of the wilder- 
ness he soon pushed out for the west. 
In 1801 he visited Ohio with a load of 
apple seeds, which he had gatliered from 
the cider presses of western Pennsylva- 
nia. 
He planted his seeds on the fer- 
tile spots, on the banks of the Licking 
creek. 
Tn 1800 he was seen by a set- 
tler drifting down the Ohio river in 
two canoes, lashed together, and loaded 
with apple seeds, destined for the west- 
ern border of the white settlement. He 
often planted as high as a bushel of 
seed in one locality then inclosed the 
spot with a slight fence, or guard of 
bushes, when he would leave the place 
till the trees had in a measure grown. 
Planting one stock of seeds, he returned 
to Pennsylvania for another, which lie 
gathered from the cider presses in dif- 
ferent places. 


In this way the wilderness was made 
to blossom like a rose, and the founda- 
tion was laid for the immense growth

commit another miu-rter wlien the pres- 
ent excitement over the child's death 
subsides. 


The letter was received today at the 
time the little victim's body was about 
to be buried. 
Mrs. Murray read one 
paragraph and collapsed. 
ITie missive 
was taken to police headquarters to be 
examined for finger prints. 


The murder of the little boy, who 
was killed by^ knife wounds 
in 
his 
abdomen, the night of May .3, was pre- 
ceded by a similar threat that contained 
a letter addressed to Mrs. Cohh, the 
mother of the little girl who was killed 
March 20. Both children, the police be- 
lieve, were killed by the same peraon. 


The letter to Mrs. Murray was mailed 
in this city at 7:30 o'clock last night 
and was delivered today while prepara- 
tions were being made for funeral ser- 
vices for. the boy. 
Tn the belief that 
the 8lay^r--,will be in the neighborhood 
at the time of the funeral, scores of 
detectives mingled with tbe crowds out- 
side the Murray home. 
The streets be- 
came so crowded that police had to pre- 
serve order. 


One suspect, a man seen muttering 
to himself, was arrested but later re- 
leased after telling a story that con- 
vinced the police he knew' nothing of 
the crime.

Negotiations With China 
Out So Early.

to Shanghai, May 6.)—The world-wide 
publication of the list of demands pre- 
sented to China by Japan shortly after 
tlxe defeat of the German garrison at 
Kiao Chow and which still are being 
negotiated between the 
two 
govern- 
ments coupled with the 
repprte 
of 
growing opposition' to them in Eog- 
land and the attitude on thia whole sub- 
ject of the United States, has greatly 
embarrassed the Japanese government 
from which the people expect much. 


Various political associations in Jap- 
an are clamoring for drastic measures 
against China. Everybody is discussing 
the possibility of war, and speculating 
upon the nature and the extent of the 
military campaign Japan would have 
to undertake should China refuse to 
cede. 
All parties and factions in the 
country are united in favor of Japan 
establishing a predominating influence 
in China, which country is regarded as 
the natural field for the needed Japan- 
ese expansion.

It is seeking to as- 
sure America that it has no intention 
of violating the Root agreement con- 
cerning the open door in China or of 
prejudicing the rights of Americans in 
China.

Italy Continues to Make 
Ready, Despite Her 
Negotiations. 


On the Italian frontier Wednesday, 
May 5.—Via Paris. May 6.—,12:40 p. m, 
—At the same time that the negotiations 
between Italy and Austria are ^ being 
continued, Italy's military preparations 
are being completed with as much energy 
as though the country expected to par- 
ticipate in Avar tomorrow. AH the Car- 
abiniers and the customs guards, who 
in Italy are attached to the army, have 
been called to the colors and all mil- 
itary leaves of absence have been sup- 
pressed. 
The frontier of Italy on the 
Austrian side has been strongly forti- 
fied. All the passes arc protected with 
entrenchments and wire entanglements. 
Concrete has been laid In a number of 
places in the erection of barricades for 
the protection of the soldiers. 


Special measures have been adopted 
for the defense of Venice and the art 
treasures in this city. The naval au- 
thorities are of the opinion that long 
range guns of large calibre are suffi- 
cient to prevent any hostile fleet from 
bombarding the city, but attack from 
aeroplanes is feared. To aflord protec- 
tion against the onslaughts of aviators, 
anti-airship guns around the city and it 
several points abound the city and it 
is believed they will suffice to protect 
Venice from assault from above. 


In addition to the troops concentrat- 
ed on the Austrian 
frontier 
another 
Italian army has been brought together 
in the vicinity of Brindisi, on the Adri- 
atic. 
This concentration is^ interpreted 
as a sign that Italy foresees the possi- 
bility of action in the near east.

PEACE III OHIO COAL 


nElD SEEMS CERTAIN 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 6.—Peace in the 
Ohio coal field for the coming year at 
least seemed sure today following the 
passage yesterday by the legislature at 
Columbus of the Gallagher bill and pro- 
gress made by the joint scale conference 
of miners and operators in session here. 


The Gallagher bill makes optional 
rather than compulsory the provisions 
of the Green law, specifying the run of 
mine basis for paying miners. 
The op- 
erators had 
agreed that if this bill 
passed and the miners made concessions 
on working conditions they would sign 
the 47 cent run of mine- scale for a year, 
and they propose to 
stand 
by their 
agreement. 
The 
desired 
concessions 
.have practically all been made by the 
miners' delegates at the meeting here, 
and unless Governor Willis vetoes the 
Gallagher bill, which is improbable, an 
agreement will likely be s'igned before 
the end of the Aveek. 
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London, May 6.—Reports of consis- 
tent progress on the part of the allied 
forces at the Dardanelles were contra- 
dicted in an official statement today 
from the Tvrkiih 'war office, It was 
said the troops which landed on Galli- 
poli peninsula were in a precarious po- 
sition, being encircled by Turkish forces 
and unable to advance. The statement 
was made that only two points on the 
peninaula-«-Seddul-Bahr and Avi Burnu, 
were held by the allies. 


Dispatches from French and British 
sources said further successes had been 
won by the allies. An attack by Turks 
on the encampment at Krithia resulted 
disastrously for them, 
according 
to 
these advices, the Turks having left 
1,500 dead behind them after their re- 
pulse. A British correspondent asserted 
that the tip of the peninsula and the 
entire western side were under control 
of the allies. 


Rome, Vienna and Berlin advices in- 
dicated that a crisis had come in the ne- 
gotiations between Italy and Austria. 
In Rome where it had been felt of late 


^ 


that war was inevitable, there has been 
a sudden revival of hope of a peaceful 
settlement owlhg to the fact that Aus- 
tria is said to have realized the necea- 
sitv "of making substantial territorial 
concessions. 
Vienna regarded as sig- 
nificant a visit of the Italian ambassa- 
dor! to the 
Austro-Hungarian 
foreign 
minister, although the outcome was not 
disclosed. Berlin newspapers said Italy's 
participation in the viar must be re- 
garded as not unlikely. 


Claims were made in Petrograd that 
the A'ictory of the Russian army of the 
Caucasus 
over 
the 
Turks announced 
yesterday, was an important and decisive 
one. A force of 30,000 Turks which at- 
tacked the Russians in 
the 
Dilman- 
Khori region, was said to have been re- 
pulsed with heavy losses and compelled 
to retire in disorder. 


Still another neutral steamer has been 
sunk in the North sea whether bv minQ 
or torpedo has not been established. 
The Danish vessel, Cathay, from Den- 
mark to China, was blown up, but her 
passengers and crew, numbering 43, es- 
caped.

The Gulflight Case 


It is gratifying to note the calmness and sanity manifested by 
the American people following the publication of reports that the 
'American steamer Giilflight had been attacked by a submarine, and 
as details begin to come through from official channels the wisdom 
of such a course becomes increasingly apparent. It is apparent from 
evidence thus far at hand that the oil taaker was fljdng the Amer- 
ican flag at the time she was singled out for torpedoing, and while 
the early reports credited a German submarine with having made the 
attack, later reports declare that that fact has by no means been es- 
tablished. The identity and the nationality of the subsea warship is 
yet to be determined. It may yet be substantiated as the work of a 
German warship, and it may also fall out that it was a submarine 
of another nation that made the error that wrecked the ship and 
cost the lives of two Americans. 


In any event, the true facts must be ascertained before intel- 
ligent action can be taken. The official inquiry, now iii progress at 
several points, Arill supply this information, untinged by bias and 
unmagnified by the partisanisra that must inevitably characterize so 
toany of the war statements issued by the belligerents. 
It is incon- 
ceivable that any of the nations at war should deliberately attack 
an American vessel. It is the firm belief at Washington that when 
It shall be established definitely from what source the attack came 
there will be a prompt expression of regi'et and whatever financial 
reparation is possible for an occurrence of this kind. 
Nobody in 
luthority is prepared to believe that there will be any other,than an 
imicable adjustment of the whole matter at as early a date as is 
consistent with intelligent procedure. 
The exigencies of war bring 
many unlooked-for and unintentional complexities. Clearly the Gulf- 
light case is one of them, and proppr and ample adjustment will bo 
desired none the less by the nation at fault than by the United 
States itself. 


DRINK AND LOW WAGES. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


Some of the many 
connections hs 
tween drink and low wages are illus 
trated by the reports from the British 
navy concerning the workers in the na- 
val yards. 


Although the British admiralty wants 
all the work done it can get done, it 
duicourages work on the days when dou- 
ble wages are paid because the work- 
men who drink loaf other days while 
spending their double pa.y. 


The incentive to pay men high wages 
is taken from the employers. 


The moral argument of workmen for 
their right to a decent-living pay is de- 
stroyed when their own vice of drink- 
ing up all their money destrovs their 
decent living whether they are paid well 
or not.

speak by his observations and experiences as a legislator, and yet 
it is extremely doubtful if conditions are any different from those 
which have obtained from time immemorial in Indiana as well as 
in other states. 
It is no shock to be told that the game of politics 
is none too clean at best. 
However, much is accomplished in the 
way of reform, it can always stand a bit more and be the better 
for it.

Seattle, Wash., May 6.~I had seen 
Bert Williams, dusky comedian, a num- 
ber of times, but always with the foot- 
lights between us. 


I remembered him from the former 
"Follies'.' and vaudeville 
^pearances,

not 'only as the funnicgt negro I had 
ever seen on the stage, but as one of 
the funniest men of any color. 


I remembered that he rolled his eyes, 
and showed the whites of them; that he 
made grotesque grimaces; that his an- 
tics made me laugh, I remembered, par- 
ticularly, a song he 
used to 
sing, in 
which he implored the woodman to spare 
that tree—because it was a 
slippery 
elm and the only tree his wife could 
not climb. 


I know—or had heard—that he wrote 
many of his own songs, that he pulled 
down a fabulous salary, and that cer- 
tain exclusive hotels about the country, 
wliicli ojdinarily drew the "color line," 
ignored it when Bert Williams came to 
town. 


I had told myself that Williams was 
funny because he Avas a negro. 
He 
was, I said in my wisdom, funny be- 
cause ho was liappy. 


And I was wrong. 
I was surprised when I saw him. 
I 
expected ' flamboyant 
tie 
and 
fancy 
waistcoat, a suit of noisy pattern and 
extravagant cut. 
I saw, instead, a tall, 
well-proportioned colored man, 
whose 
dress would not attract attention any- 
where. 


My second cause for surprise was that 
he did not patronize me or try to make 
me laugh. 
He did not grimace or roll 
his eyes.

We talked. 
T wanted to get a line on 
how a negro felt who Is the leading man 
of a big theatrical organization, in which 
everybody else is white. 


How does any negro feel who has de- 
veloped faster than others of his race? 


He told me of a friend of his back 
east, a man with only a drop of negro 
blood in his veins, but who is, neverthe- 
less, in the eyes of society in America, 
a negro. 
This man is a lawyer and a 
writer. 
He is fairly well-to-do. 
He 
has education and refinement. 


"He cannot enjoy the society of ne- 
groes." paid Williams. 
"If he tried to 
obtrude himself into the society of white 
people, he would subject himself to the 
risk of insult. 
He is too proud to run 
such a risk. What is such a man to do?" 


We talked of plays and players. 
The 
difficulty of being funny when" you don't 
feel funn.v. 
Then we discussed books, 
funny 
and 
otherwise. 
And 
politics 
* * * and 
international politics * • » 
and the war. 


The talk drifted to philosophy. AVhat 
is to be the "ultimate end" of a world 
in which Germans and Austrians 
hate 
Frenchmen and Russians and in which 
white men despise black men because 
of a difference in color of the pigment 
under their skins? 


He Avas well-read and 
his 
mental 
processes were orderly. 
He seemed to 
enjoy discussion. 
But through his con- 
versation ran a somber note—a note of 
sadness. 


On leaving him, I told him that. ofT 
the stfige, he was the most melancholv 
comedian I had ever met. 
He smiled 
gloomily and departed for the thfeater 
to make folks laugh.

VICTORIOUS ADVANCE

m.)—The military developments of the 
last week have had a visible effect on 
popular feeling in Berlin which is de- 
cidedly more optimistic. Operations in 
the Russian province of Courland, on 
the Baltic; in Galicia and in Belgium 
indicate that the German forces arc tak- 
ing the offensive on a large scale and 
that greater events are to be expected. 


The Russians are attempting to re- 
sist the Austro-German movement east- 
ward in Galicia, having brought up re- 
inforcements from the Carpathians for 
that purpose. Information received here, 
however, indicates 
that the 
Russians 
are being swept along before the Teu- 
tonic allies or else captured as were the 
previous defenders of the Russian posi- 
tion.

Austrian reports state that there is in 
progress a general Russian retreat ex- 
tending from the positions to the south 
of Dukla Pass in Hungary where weeks 
ago the attacks upon an impregnable 
Austrian 
front, 
entfl.iling 
frightful 
losses had exhausted the initiative of 
the invaders.

Further developments in Galicia are 
awaited here with breathless interest as 
it is believed the events on this section 
of the front may give a decisive turn to 
the entire eastern campaign. 
The view 
held here is that the whole Russian posi- 
tion has now become precarious. 


The 
situation 
at 
Ypres, 
Belgium, 
where the grand duke of Wurttemburg 
is commanding, is also considered highly 
promising for the Germans. 
It is be- 
lieved here that the British and French 
will hardly be able to hold the town of 
Ypres for another week. 
The (iermane 
are said to have gained nearly three 
miles during the last few days, their op- 
ponents withdrawing slowly before the 
German infantry and machine gun at- 
tacks. 
Advices from the Belgian front 
says this retreat in places, is a dis- 
orderly one and that numerous dead and 
wounded soldiers are being left on the 
ground- 


MAKING PROGRESS, SAYS ASQUITH

The schooner

sunk by a German submarine off Kin- 
sale, on the Irish coast. The crew wa3 
permitted to take to the small boats, 
and was rescued by a trawler. 
The 
submarine fired six shells at the schoon- 
er before she sank. 


The trawler, 
Stratto®, 
of Grimsby, 
was sunk in the North sea yesterday 
by the gun fire of a German submarine. 
The crew was taken on board the sub- 
marine. 


For the first time since the British 
forced the Germans from hill No. 60, 
near Ypres, the 
soldiers 
of Emperor 
William have b^en partly successful in 
their counter attacks and no advices to 
the contrary having been received, it is

There is a statute against

Legal authorities who have examined 
the state laws ryid the ordinances es- 
tablishing minimum and maximuni sal- 
ary lists for the waterworks, municipal 
lighting and park departments say that 
if the park list ordinance, 
o v e r which 
there is now a controversy, is illegal, 
the other two similar ordinances 
are. 
The clause in the new park board law 
conferring on the city council the pow- 
er to create certain offices and positions 
of employment 
and 
ftx 
the salaries 
thereof is identical with t i e clause in 
the public utilities 
law 
covering the 
same points. 
The law says the board 
of works may omuloy certain officials 
and employes "at and for .such compen- 
sation as may be fixed by such ordi- 
nance," referring to any ordinance the 
council is empowered to pass for that 
purpose, and the park law, defining the 
full and exclusive powers of the park 
board, says that it shall have authority 
to appoint "a secretary at a salary of 
$1,500 per annum, 
which 
may be in- 
creased by the coxmcil of such city to 
$2.000 per annum, and such other em- 
ployes, clerks, engineers, surveyors, su- 
perintendents of parks, landscape archi- 
tects and attorneys as may be author- 
iz.ed by ordinance of the cotincil of said 
cities and at such compensation as may 
be fixed by such council."

Given in Summary. 


The battle 
in 
western Galicia, 


launched a few days ago with an 
Austro-Gennan attack from the Cra- 
cow region, has developed into one 
of the 
greatest 
encounters of the 


war. Petrograd dispatches admit the 
situation is a serious one, although 
it is asserted there that the advance 
has been checked. 
At Vienna and 


Berlin, however, it is said the Rus- 
sians have begun a general retreat, 
that their whole position in the Cai- 
pathians is precarious and that the 
eastern campaign may turn on the 
events of the next .few days. 


Vienna advices say a desperate 


battle continued all day yesterday 
and that the Austrians and Germans 
took one position after another from 
the Russians. 


The German invasion of the Baltic 


provinces of Russia, which is regard- 
ed lightly in Petrograd, is said in 
Berlin to be an important movement 
under the personal direction of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg. 
His aim 


is believed to be the capture of Libau 
and Riga, which would enable him to 
harass Russian communication with 
Petrograd. 


In Belgium, 'further gains have 


been made by the Germans. The of- 
ficial French statement concedes the 
.Germans won positions on the dis- 
puted hill, No. 60, near Ypres, and 


• that the British were able to retake 
only part of them. Sharp fighting 
is in "progress elsewhere along the 
western front, but apparently with' 
out decided changes. 


in largo force from the region of the 
Austrian fortress of Cracow, in the di- 
rection of tbe river Dimnjec. The f!er- 
niaiis succeeded in forcing the river but, 
according to Russian advices, they were 
effectively checked on tlic east bank by 
artillery fire. 


In number of troops awl pieces of ar- 


tillery and generally through the vig- 
orous character of the movement, this 
offensive eclipses all the other scatter- 
ing maneuvers which the Germans have 
been employing in an attempt to dis- 
lodge the Russians from the Carpathian 
mountains.

within 200 paces of the Russian trendies 
near Gorlice. 
There,

crippled by Russian artillery, they held 
their positions until nightfall. 


In the region of Opatow and Lop- 


uszno and at other points on this front 
between the upper Vistula and the Car- 
pathians, fierce fighting is being record- 
ed. 
After long artillery engagements 


tho outcome of these battles usually is 
decided by bayonet encounters. A fur- 
ious engagement near Gorlice, still con- 
tinues undecided while to the eastward 
along the Carpathian front at Mezol- 
abprcz, Koziowka and Galovetski, the 
heights changed hands three times be- 
fore the Russians obtained permanent 
possession of them' on May 3.

It is gratifying to note the calmness and sanity manifested by 


the American people following the publication of reports that the 
'American steamer Gulflight had been attacked by a submarine, and 
as details begin to come through from official channels the wisdom 
:of such a course becomes increasingly apparent. It is apparent from 
evidence thus far at band that the oil tanker was flying the Amer- 
ican flag at the time she was singled out for torpedoing, and while 
the early reports credited a German submarine with having made the 
attack, later reports declare that that fact'has by no means been es- 
tablished. The identity and the nationality of the subsea warship is 
yet to be determined. It may yet be substantiated as the work of a 
German warship, and it may also fall out that it was a submarine 
'pf another nation that made the error that wrecked the ship and 
cpst the lives of two Americans. 


- In any event, the true facts must be ascertained before intel- 


U|e»t action can be taken. The official inquiry, now in progress at 
several points, will supply this information, untinged by bias and 
Upjnagnified by the partisanism that must inevitably characterize so 
many of the war statements issued by the belligerents. It is incon- 
ciiiyaple that any of the nations at war should deliberately attack 
an "American vessel. It is the firm belief at Washington that when 


:, H shall be established definitely from what source the attack came 


there will be a prompt expression of regret and whatever financial 
reparation is possible for an occurrence of this kind. Nobody in 


. luthority is prepared to believe that there will be any other than an 
'linkable adjustment of the whole matter at as early a date as is 
con§jstent with intelligent procedure. The exigencies of war bring 
many unlooked-for and unintentional complexities. Clearly the Gulf- 
light case is one of them, and proper and ample adjustment will be 
'desired none the less by the nation at fault than by the United 
States itself.
